Approving the warning of the

UNCERTAINTY ON BANK RATE. 


Rumors on Protracted Reserve 
Meeting Have Unsettling Effect. 


The Federal Reserve credit restric- 
tion policies struck deeply into the 
Wall Street money market yesterday. 
A total of $60,000,000 of demand loans 
was withdrawn by the banks, forc- 
ing the rate up in rapid jumps from 
an opening at 6% per cent to a close 
at 10 per cent, the highest since 
Jan. 3, and at the same time the 
yield rates on bankers’ acceptances 
were advanced for the second time 
this week and the fourth time this 
year, resulting in the highest levels 
on record. 

While these concrete results of the 
Federal Reserve Board’s demand for 
a curb on speculation were develop- 
ing, the financial district was filled 
with rumors concerning Thursday’s 
protracted meeting of the board of 
directors of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York and the future 
intentions of the directors regarding 
the rediscount rate, all of which 
were met with the familiar ‘‘no an- 
nouncement’’ statement at the Re- 
serve Bank. While the general dis- 
position in Wall Street was to re- 
gard the rediscount rate question as 
settled, at least until the regular 
meeting of the directors next Thurs- 
day, the situation was still sur- 
rounded with a great deal of uncer- 
tainty.

Two defendants 
have not been surrendered as yet. 
They are Edward Maloney, who is 
expected to surrender today, and the 
principal, James McCunn.”’ 

This statement was issued over the 
signatures of Assistant United States 
Attorneys Arthur Schwartz and Rob- 
ert B. Watts. The latter is in 
charge of the prohibition work in 
the United States Attorney’s office. 
United States Attorney Tuttle said 
he could make no comment because 
he did not know the facts of the 
case, but said he could give his as- 
surance that the whole matter would 
b> conducted in the regular manner, 
and all persons in any way con- 
cerned would be dealt with as the 
circumstances merited.

The corporation is a ten- 
ant in the building at that address, 
which building is owned by the 314 
West Fourteenth Street Corporation, 
of which he is neither an officer nor 
a director.

“The fifth floor is occupied by an- 
other tenant, Messrs. Lockwood & 
Co., manufacturers of dry wood 
stains. The fourth floor, occupied 
by another tenant, is the floor that 
was visited by the Federal prohibi- 
It was not necessary 
for them, nor did they, pass through 
the offices of the Monroe Lamp & 
Equipment Corporation. They used 
the public elevator of the building 
in making their seizure on the fourth 
floor. 

“The Sheriff knows absolutely 
nothing whatever of the fourth floor 
tenancy or its business.’’ 

Mr. Watts admitted that it would 
be possible, from a theoretical point | 
of view, for a business concern to 
be used as a ‘‘cover house’”’ for liq- 
uor selling and for persons connect- 
ed with that concern to be unaware 
of it. He contended McCunn used 
the Monroe concern to conceal liq- 
uor deals, but that this did not nec-| 
essarily involve others. At the pres- 
ent stage of the investigation, it was 
explained, the authorities have no 
evidence that any other persons con- 
nected with the Monroe concern 
were so involved.

This berg passed us as we 
went out and, when we returned, 
late the next day, it was in the Bay 
of Whales and slowly moving out- 


ward to the northward. 

The face of the Barrier changed 
also as we went north. It was cut 
away more, so that the overhang 
was at a sharp line, and there were 
innumerable wedge-shaped breaks in 
it half a mile or more deep where 
bergs were formed. 

It seemed evident that these 
breaks might be the cause of some 
of those deep booming sounds which 
we had heard during the obscurity 
of the storm. There is no doubt that 
this part of the Barrier has worn 
away much faster than the more 
sheltered portions which rim the Bay 
of Whales and that the wrenching 
action of the sea was the main cause 
of the breaks. 

After steamjng all day and most 
of the night through the scattered 
pack ice, which was ten feet thick 
and sometimes even heavier, the 
ship reached a nearly solid pack 
through which penetration would 
have been difficult, if not impossible. 

Commander Byrd did not wish to 
force his ship into this pack, which 
blocked the way north and which 
had undoubtedly blown down from 
the impenetrable regions beyond be- 
cause of the danger of getting stuck 
and being frozen in.

Hubert Wilkins, who left New York 
City on Sept. 23 for an extensive sci- 
entific survey of the Antarctic re- 
gion from the air, has reached Chile 
on his return trip to the United 
States. Sir Hubert declared that the 
study of geographical and climatic 
conditions constituted the principal 
object of his expedition and that as 
a result of his exploration with the 
cooperation of Lieutenant Carl Eiel- 
son and Joseph Crossan, pilots, and 
Orville Porter, mechanic, who ac- 
companied him, he was able to prove 


that the map of Graham Land, which 
gives it as a part of the Antarctic 
continent, is in error. He said the 
land is really a group of islands en- 
tirely separated from each other and 
enclosing straits hitherto not known 
and now christened by Sir Hubert 


| Stefansson Straits in memory of the 


explorer with whom he was asso- 
ciated years ago. 

Sir Hubert explained that this enor- 
mous group of islands is totally cov- 
ered with thick snow for the greater 
part of the year, and this fact has 
caused past explorers to endorse the 
belief that this region was one solid 
mass attached to the continent. He 
also declared that he was able to 
establish from his aerial survey the 
existence of more than a thousand 
miles of coast line in the region west 
of the Weddell Sea, which is now 
christened ‘‘Bowman Coast,’’ named 
for Isaiah Bowman, director of the

Hungary Is Isolated. 


VIENNA, Feb. 15 (4).—Hungary 
j}has been isolated from the rest of 
Europe, communications being pos- 
sible only by wireless. All trains 
connecting the Near East with Con- 
tinental Europe have been unable to 
proceed beyond Vienna because of 
impassable snow barriers. The Hun- 
garian Government today announced 
that if the snow continued it would 
soon be without light and heat, there 
being a grave shortage of coal. 


Crippled by cold and illness, the 
employes of the famous Gladno col- 
lieries in Czechoslovakia are produc- 
ing only 30 per cent of their usual 
output.

met. That Mr. Stone succeeded in 
managing the affairs of their news- 
gathering organization to the entire 
satisfaction of the mutually associ- 
ated members was testified to in 
April, 1918, when the. tendered a 
dinner to him in commemoration of 
his twenty-fifth anniversary as head 
of The Associated Press. On that} 


occasion the sentiment of the mem- 
bers was expressed in thes. words: | 

“The Associated Press is stamped | 
all over with Mr. Stone’s handiwork, | 
his thought, his ideals, his abilities 
and his sense of public service. It is} 
his monument, and may it ever en- 
dure on the foundation that he 
builded so masterly and with so much 
gagacity and self-sacrifice.” 


Always Welcomed Criticism. 


In replying to the tributes of his | 
coworkers, Mr. Stone said that The| 
Associated Press had been founded | 
on the theory that its integrity could 
only be maintained by criticism. He | 
‘expressed his belief in the salutary | 
‘effect of criticism, even ‘‘carping, 
‘unreasonable criticism,”’ and he ad- | 
imitted that sometimes it was justi- | 
‘fied, because human nature was not | 
infallibl’. Only a small part of criti- | 
cism was malign, and he thought that | 
would take care of itself. Then he} 
added: 

“JT have had a delightful time. I 
jhave enjoyed my business. I have 
jhad some share in a work that I 
believe has a great deal of public | 
value. In a self-governing people an | 
honest news service is of the highest | 








yalue. Whatever I have done to} 
‘contribute to that work I gladly | 
gtand by.’’ 


Before the days of The Associated | 
Press and even after the alliance of | 
that organization with foreign agen- |} 
cies, European news largely came to} 
this country through London. It was |

I 
congratulate them on their victory. 

“Further, I may say that I think 
this decision establishes a favorable 
precedent. If the gas company had 
won, probably the other companies, 
both those in the city and the bal- 
ance of the State, would have applied 
for similar changes in rates. I think 
we have stopped that and have 
erected a protection for all of the 
people in the State.’’ 


Calls Decision Far Reaching. 


“The effect of this schedule would 
have been to increase the new rates 
for the small consumers and to re- 
duce the rates for the large con- 
sumers,’’ said Corporation Counsel 
Nicholson. ‘‘I maintained that the 
95 cents monthly charge was in fact 
a service charge which is prohibited 
by Section 65 of the Public Service 
Commission law. I contended also 
that the price was discriminatory 
against the small consumers. Of the 
700,000 customers of the gas com- 
pany 500,000 would have been re- 


quired to pay, increases in their bills 
of about $5 each. 

“The case will have significance 
throughout the State and through- 
out the country. There appears to 
be a concerted movement among gas 
companies to adopt service charges 
of about $1 per month. Doubtless 
the decision will affect the attitude 
of other commissions and municipal- 
ities toward the new form of rate, 


| which benefits large consumers at 


the expense of ordinary users. 

“TI might add that this is the first 
service charge case decided in which

‘“‘We now feel encouraged to go 
ahead with our plan to expand the 
league so as to take in all of the five 
boroughs of the city, for the protec- 
tion of the rights of the people in all 
public utility matters, such as tran- 
sit, telephones, gas, electricity and 
similar activities.’’ 

There is still pending before the 


}commission an application by the 


Brooktyn Borough Gas Company for 
permission to continue a charge of 
$1 for the first 200 feet of gas or 
less and 11 cents for each additional 
100 feét. These rates have been in 
force since Aug. 1, 1927. On Jan. 1 
last a reduction of 5 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet became effective through 
voluntary action by the company. 

Concerning a report that several 
companies supplying electric current 
had withdrawn their application for 
new rates, Chairman Prendergast of 
the commission explained that the 
applications had been withdrawn 
merely for revision. This action and 
the decision of the commission in 
the gas rate case, it was said, had 
no connection.

WESTCHESTER’S BILLBOARDS. 


In keeping with its reputation as | 
a leader in all matters relating to| 
| the conservation and improvement | 
of natural beauty, Westchester 
| County is planning to eliminate un- | 
sightly billboards along its high- | 
ways. The Westchester County Con- 
servation Association has called a 
meeting to discuss a survey recently 
made by the Outdoor Advertisers 
Association of America. The hope is 
expressed that the action of the 
county will help other counties to 
formulate a policy with respect to 
billboard advertising. 

This will depend on the extent to 
which it meets the conviction of 
the people at large that there should 
be an end not only to unsightly bill- 
boards but to all signs which ob- 
struct the view or mar the land- 
scape. It is interesting in this con- 
to note that California, 
which has been one of the 
offenders, is beginning to realize the 
necessity of putting an end to fur- 
ther desecration of the roadside. 
The State Highway Commission has 
passed a resolution calling for coop- 
erative effort in abolishing bill- 
boards, The Municipal Art Commis- 
sion of Los Angeles has done like- 
wise. The Standard Oil Company of 
California not only has removed 
1,200 of its own roadside advertising 
signs but is distributing at its service 
stations a pamphlet by KATHLEEN 
Norris protesting 
facement 
sightly signs.

have aroused ridicule and envy. But 
although the peerage has invaded the 
hard-working ranks of American 
journalism, duels growing out of dis- 
putes reportorial assignments 
are still unknown; duels, that is, with 
lethal weapons.

THE MAWSON EXPEDITION. 


Sir DOUGLAS MAWSON’S expedition 
to the Antarctic, for which he is now 
making preparations in London, will 
head for that part of the continent 
in which Australians are most inter- 
|ested, since they get most of their 
bad weather from it. He will not be 
a rival of Commander Byrp in any 
sense. The Anglo-Australian (Sir 
DOUGLAS was born in Yorkshire) 
| hopes to borrow Scott’s stanch ship, 
the Discovery. He plans to leave 
Hobart, Tasmania, late in the year. 
A professor of geology and miner- 
| alogy, he took with him in his expe- 
|dition of 1911-14 an unusually good 
scientific staff, consisting chiefly of 
| university graduates. According to 
| SHACKLETON, he was the first to use 
| wireless installation in the Antarctic, 
and reported southerly gales to the 
government meteorological stations 
in Australia, 2,000 miles away. Serv- 
ing with SHACKLETON in his expedi- 
tion of 1907, MAWSON made the 
ascent of Mount Erebus, 13,000 feet, 
and was with the party that located 
the Magnetic Pole, making the ob- 
servations himself,

Spain-Africa Bridge Proposed ; 
Would Rest on Sunken Floats 


MADRID, Feb. 15 CP).—Fernando 
Gallego Herrera, Spanish en- 
gineer, has submitted to the De- 
partment of Public Works a plan 
for a giant bridge to connect Spain 
and Africa over the Strait of 
Gibraltar. The author of the plan 
professes great faith in its prac- 
ticability.

Workers’ Union in charge of dress- 
makers, denied that several hundred 
shops had been signed up by the left 
wing and charged that the Dress 
Manufacturers’ Association was a 
“fictitious association, organized by 
Hyman Press, brother-in-law of Louis 
Hyman, and Jacob Aaronson, ex- 
organizer of W. Z. Foster’s Trade 
Union Educational League.’’ The as- 
sociation, said Mr. Hochman, was or- 
ganized primarily for publicity ‘‘and 
in order to impress the public that 
the Needle Trades Industrial Union 
signed a collective agreement.”’

STANDARDIZATION ONE AIM 





Commissioner Says He Is Pushing 


Work on Bronx General! Hospital 
and Favors One for Queens. 





A general reorganization of the 
twenty-two city hospitals and four 
allied institutions is now under way 
for the purpose of ‘“‘greater effi- 
ciency 1n caring for the sick,’’ Dr. 
William Schroeder Jr., who became 
the city’s first Commissioner of Hos- 
pitals on Feb. 1, announced yester- 
day. 

Dr. Schroeder has already united 
Kings County and Bellevue Hospitals 
under a single superintendent; has 
created a new  departrnent of 
psychiatry to supervise all psycho- 
pathic cases; and has placed all hos- 
pitals devoted te communicable 
diseases under one head, he an- 
nounced. 

He is now planning to create an- 
other department to handle nursing, 
laboratories, tuberculosis and cancer 
cases, transportation, morgues and 
storehouses. There will also be a 
general transfer of superintendents 
from their present posts “‘for the 
good of the service,’’ Dr. Schroeder 
said. 

‘“‘My feeling at the present time is 
that the superintendents have been 
too Jong a time in the ‘hospitals 
where they are,”’ he explained. 

Dr. Jones Loses Standing. 

Dr. Schroeder has placed Dr. Mark 
L. Fleming in charge of both Belle- 
vue and Kings County Hospitals as 
superintendent, thus removing Dr. 
Mortimer D. Jones, who has been 
of Kings County 
Hospital, from the position of rank- 
ing head of that institution. 

Dr. Jones has been a storrn centre 
ever since three Jewish internes at 
the Kings County institution charged 
that they had been hazed by other 
internes and that anti-Semitism was 
active in the hospital. He was 
severely criticized by Commissioner 
of Accounts Higgins, who investi- 
gated the charges, but was reinstated 
a year ago this month by former 
Welfare Commissioner Bird S$. Coler. 

Dr. Fleming has been superinten- 
dent of Bellevue Hospital since Jan. 
1, 1926. He has been associated with 
Bellevue and its Allied Hospitals for 


;more than twenty years, having en- 


tered Bellevue as an interne. He 
was born in Townsbury, N. J., in 
1880 and is a graduate of Cornell 
University. 


Dr. Gregory Psychiatry Head. 

Dr. Menas S. Gregory, who has 
been director of psychopathic work 
at Bellevue, has been named chief of 
the new department of psychiatry, 
and Dr. James Smith has been des- 
ignated medical superintendent of 
all hospitals dealing with comraunica- 
ble diseases. 

Dr. Schroeder believes the reor- 
ganization into divisions will ‘‘stand- 


ardize treatment and care, givin 
greater efficiency to the patients an 


better service, medical, surgical, la- 


boratory and emergency.”’ 

Dr. Walter Conley will remain gen- 
eral medical superintendent of the 
department under the reorganization, 
Dr. Schroeder said. His office will 
be in the Municipal Building. 

The Commissioner declared he was 
pushing the completion of the Bronx 
General Hospital and that he desired 
“to go on record as favoring the 
building of a general hospital in 
Queens.”’ 


TAX AGENTS ACQUITTED 


IN SINCLAIR BRIBE CASE 


Judge Sees Entrapment and Says 


He Would Have Set Aside 
Guilty Verdict. 


The trial of Edward F. Brown and 
Elmer F. Andrews, Internal Revenue 
agents, charged with attempting to 
extort a bribe of $37,500 from “larry 
F. Sinclair, the oil man, ended last 


| evening with a verdict of not guilty. 


It was the second trial of the de- 
fendants, the first having ended in a 
disagreement. 

Federal Judge Bondy, after thank- 
ing the jurors, said the case of the 
government Yooked so much like an 
entrapment to him that if a verdict 
of guilty had been returned he would 
have been inclined to set it aside. 
The court told the defendants that 
they were fortunate young men, 

The evidence disclosed that Brown 
had been assigned to go over Mr. Sin- 
clair’s tax return for 1925-26 and that

Counsel Asserts if Grand Jury 
Won’t Investigate He Will 
Appeal to Governor. 


ENTERS NOT GUILTY PLEA 


Newcombe Says Present Inquiry 
Is Ended—Police to Trace 
Alleged Bribe Ringleaders. 


Witnesses Will Be Guarded—Ex- 
Detective Makes New Attack 


on Borough President. 


Frank Berg of 11 Beatrice Court, 
Far Rockaway, former private detec- 


tive, pleaded not guilty yesterday be- | 


fore County Judge Frank F. Adel to 
a joint indictment accusing him and 
Albert Levin of Kew Gardens with 
attempting to bribe George U. Har- 
vey, Borough President of 
Judge Adel continued the $5,000 bail 
and set the trial for March 4. 

Standing on the steps of the Long 
Island City court house following his 
arraignment, Berg reiterated his 
charges that he had been ‘‘framed’”’ 
by Mr. Harvey. Later in the day his 
attorney, Anthony Horn, of 6 Court 
Street, Brooklyn, announced he 
would demand on Monday that Dis- 
trict Attorney Newcombe initiate a 
grand jury investigation into ‘‘cer- 
tain acts of Mr. Harvey prior and 
since his election to office.’’ Just 
what these alleged acts are Mr. Horn 
refused to disclose. 

Plenty of Evidence, He Says. 

“If Mr. Newcombe declines to in- 
vestigate we will ask Governor 
Roosevelt to take the necessary steps 
to insure such an investigation. We 
have plenty of evidence,’’ said Mr. 
Horn. 

Mr. Berg on several! occasions ac- 
cused Mr. Harvey, for whom he 
worked during the election 
paign, of misuse of campaign contri- 
butions.
